AMERICA’S position today as it is related to European af Ta irs, 
or unrelated to those afTnirs, is the result of the conference at' Ver­ 
sailles hitching up (he League of Nations with the peace treaty. 
Seldom has a team been so badly matched. 
The League of Na­ 
tions represents an attempt to settle international questions w ith­ 
out an appeal to force, or, in case force becomes necessary, by 
engaging a kind of international police force to carry out the will 
of the nations constituting the league. 
This splendid idea, how­ 
ever, was hitched up to one of the most disgusting treaties ever 
written. 
So objectionable was it to men who themselves sat in 
the conference that some of the world’s belt economists left the 
conference in disgust, resigning from their positions as servants 
of their governments. 
General Smuts, according to the story of 
M argaret Asquith, was so disgusted that when h«* returner! to 
London he broke down and wept, because he saw the things for 
which the nations had said they were fighting repudiated by the 
leaders of the nations in the Versailles conference. 
It was precisely because Americans were abir* to we that (he 
team was a bad match that they refused to allow this nation to 
accept a League of Nations* plan that was hitched up with such 
an ungenerous and self-seeking treaty. 
Idealists in America were 
opposed to the league because it was a part of the peace treaty, 
and the more selfish American citizen*, who wished to have this 
country keep to Itself .md apart from any of the dangers I hat 
might result from participation in world affairs, were conse­ 
quently united with the idealists in preventing America from be­ 
coming involver! in the disputes that might result from an attempt 
to enforce the provisions of the treaty of Versailles. 
But the time hus come when the league can be unhitched and 
led away from its staggering mate. 
America may ask thai this 
be done and if the country follows the lead of President Harding 
this nation will not be tied up to the provisions of the treaty. 
By 
taking a place in the International court, the United States will be 
able to influence affairs mightily, and it is not at all necessary that 
the place be taken before the other nations have agreed that the 
International court be completely freed from any threat of dis 
aster that may hang over it so long as it is an instrum ent to be 
used for enforcing the provisions of the treaty of Versailles. 
Americans have not yet thought out their attitude to the 
League of N ations; what they did think about, in 192(1 and since.* 
was the League* of Nations hitched up to the Versailles treaty, and 
appraising the team as badly matched, they refused to have any­ 
thing to do with it.
